Music in the Public Schools. 


- The more we reflect upon this inter- 
esting subject the greater importance it 


to be gained if the instruction imparted 
be based upon some prin¢iples of art and 
science. The greatest of these, as re- 
lating to us as a nation, is physical de- 


sedentary habits lead to a condition of: 
of want of health which may be relieyed, 
if not entirely averted, by proper-use of 
the vocal apparatus. Advi edly we use 
and italicise the word ‘ proper,” for if 
the training of the voice is attempted by 
quacks or ignorant persons the most 
must result to 
the pupil. Madame Fodor, a renowned 
prima donna, in her retirement writing 


improper instraction she™~lost not only 
her voice, but her health also, which 
were only partially restored by entire 
rest and extreme care. She was forced 
to quit the stage at the most brilliant 
moment of her career from this cause. 
We will not multiply such eyidence, al- 
though abundant and ready to our hand. 
The haman voice has divisions which, 
among the best writers and educated 
ofessors, are designated as registers. 
he knowledge of tneir compass, limits 
and peculiarities is necessary to a safe 
treatment of the voice and preservation 
of health, Says an eminent. authority, 
writing on this subject: ‘“ By the proper 
use of these registers, singing becomes 
the most healthy exercise of the lungs. 
The improper use of them produces con- 
trary effects. To prevent other fatal re- 
sults through mismanagement in the art 
of singing, we would remark that not 
every’ individual has lungs capable of | 
short respiration and long respiration, 
required in singing and in-elocution. 
Now, many persons .take these regis- 
ters naturally, and there are some such 
who have become eminent without any 
knowledge of them, or even of the ele- 
ments of music. We might mention the 
names of two cantatrici weil known to 
fame, Angelica Catalani and Klena d’An- 
gri. Let them suffice, but there are 


that the natural tendency, if left alone, 
is to take the registers correctly, but 
that false teachers lead their pupils 
astray by directions which are contrary 
to art and science. Porpora and the 
other masters of the old Italian school 
understood how to develop and preserve 
the human voice, eyen to an advanced 
age. Thus, Farinelli, at the age of 
eighty; Cafarelli, at eighty-one; La 
Todi, at sixty-two; Braham, at sixty ; 
the elder Davide, at eighty-one ; Sontag, 
at fifty, preserved their voices. | 

The experience and practice of these 
old masters of this great school of the 
golden age of vocal music have been 
confirmed by scientific experiments of a 
most useful character within a few years. 
Manuel! Garcia, by means of the laryn- 
goscope, has obtained some interesting 


in action. Dr Helmholtz, of Heidel- 
berg, has recently made some careful 
experiments upon the larynx, as removed 
from a dead sy bject,and thus reproduced 
the sounds of the human voice. Others 
have amplified and. exteuded these re- 
sults, but still nothing yet discovered 
disturbs the propriety and correctness of 
the long established rules of the old Ita- 
lian school, and for this we are grateful, ; 
that there is something tangible, truth-

To reach the desired point, care should 
be taken in selecting the “ professors ” 
who are to conduct the examination of 
teachers. Ifa mistake is made at the 
foundation point, the whole ‘structure 
will be faulty and imperfect.

_ A highly Ritualistie serviee, a little 
ahead of anything heretofore attempted, 
even at St. Alban’s, was performed at an 
eanly hour this morning at Christ 
Church, Fifth Avenue, being a comme- 
moretion of a very High Chureh Kpis- 
copal Association, known as the Guild of 
the Iloly Cross.

Ingredients of Jewelry. 


Very few persons who admire or deal 
in precious stones are acquainted with 
the intimate structure of these valuable 
minerals, and most persons will be aston- 
ished to learn that these, bodies, appar. 
ently so solid and homogeneous, are 
ofteu full of minute cavities, which en- 
close aliquid. Sapphires generally con- 
tain fluid cavities. Sir David Brewster 
met with one no less than the third of 
an inch long, but other authors have 
seen none more than one-tenth of an inch 
in diameter. These are usually half 
filled with a mobile and highly expan- 
sible liquid, which is considered to be 
carbonte acid. Sapphires are eomposed 
of pure alumina, colored by a metallic 
exide. The ruby is also colored alumi- 
na. Cavities, we are told, are far less 
numerous in these than in sapphires, 
and, moreoyer; they appear to contain 
only water or a saline ef solution, Oc- 
casioually a liquid with similar ¢charae- 
teristics to that observed im sapphires is 
seen, but not often ; and we are thus led 
to suppose that the stone may be pro- 
duced by different reactions and under 
different physical conditions. Emeralds 
are often full of cavities, which contain. 
a liquid that does not expand when 
heated, and is apparently a strong aque- 
ous saline solution. The diamond is, of 
course, the most interesting of all our 
precious stones, the origin and mode of 
formation of which has always been a 


gists. Its structare has already been stu- 
died by Goppert, who discovered what he 
conceived to ‘be organic remains, and 
hence infers that the diamond is the re- 
sult of vegetable decomposition under 
peeuliar conditions. Sir David Brews- 
ter first noticed fluid cavities in the dia- 
mond, aud explained the optical pecu- 
liarities of some diamonds by their pre- 
sence. 

But diamonds sometimes inclose min- 
ute crystals of a different mineral, to 
which circumstance they also owe in 
per their peculiar optical properties. 
In the diamond, also, the inclosed liquid 
appears to be carbonie acid, as shown by 
its extraordinary expansibility. Only 
one. oth¢r known liquid has anything 
like an equal of expansion, and that is 
uitrous oxide. The occurrence of this 
body in mincrals is, it is said, highly 
improbable, and it seems, on the whole, 
that we may be justified in including 
liquid carbonic acid among natural liquid 
mineral substances.

835,000 ; increase on last year, 3,935,000. 
Kastern churches, 81,473,000. Total 
number Christians, 377,747,000, or about 
two-third per cent. Total heathen popu- 
lation, 997,253,000 ; inmerease over last 
year, 16,453,000, or less than one-seventh 


four cent., of Romanists less than one- 
quarter of one.per cent. These are but 
estimates and approximations, but we 
think they truly present the drift of 
things. i the United Staies the Roman 
Catholics are reckoned by Schem at.

Nothing could be more ap- 
propriate, in public acknowledgment of 
Butler's wilitary honors, than the gift 
of asword, which had been left by a 
dying non-combatant in the charge of 
some helpless women and been extorted 
from them by oaths and scowls. | 
_ There was also another. sword, the 
property. of the family of a dead soldier, 
which Butler sent for and got in the 
same heroic manner. It was the sword 
which the State of Kentucky had be- 
stowed upon Gen. Zachary ‘Taylor. 
That, too, was in the custody of females, 
friends and connections of the family. 
It was carefully put into what was 
thought to be a place of security ; but 
domestic perfidy, which Butler boasted 
here as having organized ‘into a perfect 
system, taught him where to find it. He 
marched a file of soldiers into the prem- 
ises, and in the presence of the treinb- 
ling females captured that sword, and 
assumed the right to bestow it on some 
friend of his own. | 
Another story of a hunt after a sword 
is current here. It was one of the shock- 
ing incidents of the war, that the tomb 
in which the remains of Gen. Sidney 
Johnston had been deposited, on their 
way to be buried in Texas; was broken 
open and sagked under Butler’s rule. 
Public rumor then had it, and it is made 
probable by such misdeeds as we have 
recorded, that he was keenly after the 
sword of the dead General, in his coffin, 
as another trophy for the “ Hero of New

NEW YORK. 


Coming from Washington city to New 
York is like passing from a cemetery to 
a lager beer saloon. With all its herd 

_ of office-seekers, with its little army of 
office-holders, “including Grant's fast 
horses and slow eabinet, the capital city 
becomes insignificant by the side of this 
great metropolis, threugh “whieh throbs 
the commerce of a Continent. One year

As one drops out, another of like sort 
occupies his place and runs the same 
career. The fierce competition, stimu- 
lated by. want of bread and greed for 
money, seems to mold humanity into 
- eertain shapes that remain the same. 
Every thing about us indicates the 
city. Boston, Philadelphia and 
ltimore are villagesjfin comparison. I 
can hear my own beloved town of Cin- 
cinnati snore in the distance, while 
Chicago is only stagy canvas, crazy im- 
itation. This is not the hub—it is 
the heart, and through it pulsates our 
world. Stand on Broadway two hours 
and you will meet every one you know 
in New York ; stand there a year and 
you will meet everybody you know in. 
the United States. There is no desire, 
however wicked, no wish however pure, 
that cannot be gratified within the cor- 
rate limits of this sinful place. Its 
ost womem would make populous towns 
if collected to themselves. Its thieves, 
pick-pockets and barglars would form 
army, if recruited aad organized fer 
that purpose. Its luxury: rivals that of 
Kurope, and its poverty swings down to 
the lowest depths of human degradation; 
but in its romance of real life New York 
stands pre-eminent. The strangest 
characters come to the surface, play 
their eccentric parts, and disappear to 
ive place to others equally strange. 
he millionaire of to-day who inhabits a 
palace, was an unknown adventurer yes- 
terday, and may bg a beggar to-morrow. 
We have miles on miles of the - most 
gorgeous habitations, in whieh the aver- 
age duration of residence does not ex- 
ceed five years. It is a great caravan- 
sary. They come, and bloom, and flour- 
ish, and disappear_in such quick succes- 
sion that one is dazed. 
It is, however, in its government. that, 
New York holds its most remarkable 
permanence. It is*a government of 
thieves. Old well known terms have 
lost their definitions, Rogues rule and 
honest men obey.

The Dutch Free Siates, 


The Dutch colonies in South Africa 
of the Orange Free State and the Trans- 
vaal Republic are attracting attention in 
Kngland, and the Westminster Review is 
vigorously arguing that these countries 
should be annexed to Cape Colony and 
Natal. These Dutch settlements were 
founded by the Boors, who emigrated 
far beyond the limits of the Knglish 
colonies, and built up republics accord- 
ing to their own social characteristics. 
It is asserted, however, that the Boors 
enslave the natives, and stir up quarrels 
between the tribes, in order to purchase 
the captives made in the wars that en- 
gue. ‘These charges were brought for- 
ward prominently by the missionary and 
traveler, David Livingstone, who asserted 
that he was driven out of the country by 
the authorities, The fish Govern- 
ment.is now asked to put an.end to the 
enslavement of the Hottentots by taking 
possession of the Duteh Free States.
